THE MUSICAL COPY CAT 

For more than three hundred years Allegri's famous musical composition "Miserere 1 * 
was sung in the Sistine Chapel in Rome during Holy Week. The work was considered so 
sacred that its score was jealously guarded and anyone who attempted to transcribe it 
was subject to excommunication. In 1769 however, Mozort, then a boy of thirteen, disre- 
garded the threat and wrote the entire composition down from memory after hearing it 
only once. Soon after that, it was published in England. 



BOOK-O-MANtA 

In 1943a retired Baltimore printed completed a 368 page book which he wrote, illustrated*, 
set in type and printed himself. The man, aged 80, spent ten years taking the 460 photo- 
graphs used in the book. Writing the text in rhyme took him almost as long, while setting, 
printing, and binding the book entitled "The Maryland Scene," took about six years.

TIME/ THE CIRCULATING ANIMALS 

An animal lending library, the first of its kind, has been estab- 
lished in Sacramento, California, where youngsters can borrow any- 
thing from a snake to a deodorized skunk for a temporary playmate. 
The only stipulation is that the kids must be at least seven years 
old, and must guarantee to give the pet first-class care and affec- 
tion. They can keep the animals for a period of two weeks with the 
librarian keeping tabs through a system of out-going cards. Only light and tame animals 
are stocked, which eliminates such creatures as elephants, lions, bears, etc. 



THE YOUNG DENTAL PATIENT 

When a baby boy made his debut at St. Mary's Hospital in Madison, Wisconsin, on Janu- 
ary 25, 1954, he was found to be sporting two lower front taeth. The sharp points of the 
teeth proved such a hazard to tongue and cheek that the infant soon registered loud pro- 
tests. So one tooth was pulled when he was three days old and the other at the age of 
five weeks. Today the baby smiles when he thinks back to the days when he had teeth. 
His mother knows how he feels. She also was born with a tooth* 




CHECK AND DOUBLE CHECK 

More than a hundred years ago a fire burned a schoolhouse near 
Frankl invi lie. New York, to the ground. When a new schoolhouse 
was built, two factions in the community failed to agree over the 
color for the new building. The group supporting white paint finally 
won. The "red" supporters, not to be outdone, met one moonlight 
night and painted red checkered squares on the white exterior. The 
school has been painted in checks ever since. 



OPERATION - ARTWORK 

The Index of Christian Art recently completed by the Department of Archaeology of 
Princeton University, is the only record in the world of every object of art connected with 
religion, created during the first fourteen centuries A.D. The index which required thirty 
five years to finish, covers more than 25,000 objects which are shown in some 75,000 
photographs and described on about 550,000 index cards. 




INFANT FORESIGHT 

In July, 1953, a four month old baby boy left a Boston hospital wearing a pair of thick- 
lensed eyeglasses, probably the youngest wearer of spectacles in the United States. The 
infant had been blind since birth, but his sight was restored by surgeons who removed 
cataracts from both eyes in a series of two operations. The doctors admitted that the 
youngster would have to wear glasses all his life. 



PERFECTION PLUS 

A twenty-one year old Pittsburgh, Po., inductee, who mastered seven instruments in his 
spare time, became the first person to register a perfect score oh the Navy's rigid musi- 
cal aptitude test at the Bainbridge (Md) Naval Training Center. In the test, which only 
one out of every twenty seven applicants passes, the applicant a Duquesne University 
Junior, scored an amazing 4.0 for his combined oral, written and practical examinations. 
He was immediately assigned to the Navy's School of Music in Washington, D.C 
(December, 1953).
